- People still remain Ndohis for fear 
ot catching cold or becoming chilled. 
The chill which often marks the on- 
eet of a cold is not due to cold air ex- 
posure of the body; the chilly feeling 
whales pracides the fever has nothing 


{to do with going out of doors. 


Weak people used to be told to stay 
in at night and sit in crowds so that, 
by breathing in the breath exhaled by 
strong ‘persons they might gain some 
of the strength of these individuals. 

Today, we recognize the value of 
fresh air. We know that there ig no 
danger in sewer gas or night air. 
Night air is just’as good as day air. 
Vapours from marshes are to be a- 
voided only if they ‘bring those mos- 
quitoes which spread malaria and. yel- 
low feVer. 

Fresh air, particularly. out-of-door 
air, is good for us. It dilutes the 
droplets of infection (secretions from 
the mouth and nose) which are cough- 
ed into it by those with colds and 
other communicable diseases, When 
we live crowded together, there is 
much greater opportunity for -the 
passage of disease, from one song 
to another, by droplet inf 

\Cool air is stimulating; it Stiasbaned 
the metabolism. of the body and so 
more food is used up,

want to reduce should exercise in the 
cool open air. Cool air also stimul- 
ates the flow of blood in the mem- 
branes lining the nose and other parts 
of the respiratory tract touched by 
the air inhaled. This promotes a flow 
of the secretions with their protec- 
tive values, 

To sit in, warm stagnant air is to 
bank down the fires of life, and will 
likely lead ‘to a loss.of appetite, to 
poor digestion and faulty elimina- 
tion. It is generally true that better 
health is enjoyed by those who spend 
part of each day in some open-air 
activity, even if this is only walking 
out of doors, as long as the body is 
not chilled by exposure to cold, You 
need never be afraid of cold air. Wear 
just enough clothing to be comfort- 
able at what you are doing, in or out 
of doors, whatever the temperature 
may ‘be at the time. Each one has to 
decide his clothing needs for himself.

There is no pain which is more dis- 
tressing than earache. Earache is 
usually due-to an inflammation of the, 
middle ear. Any inflammation of the 
nose or throat, such as a common cold 
may spread up the Eustachian tube 
to the middle ear. 

Where there is inflammation there 
is swelling, so the mucous membrane 
which lines the middle ear and the 
Eustachian tube swells, and, at the 
saine time secretes an excessive a- 
mount of mucus as a result of the in- 
flammation. 

Following this, there is an increase 
of pressure in the middle ear because 
the Eustachian tube is partially or 
completely blocked and so cannot 
drain or ventilate the middle ear.

A Story of A School 

“Once when I was inspecting a 
school,” writes Dr. L. P. Jacks, “I 
asked this question of the teacher: 
‘Where in your timetable do you teach 
religion?’ ‘We teach it all day long’, 
he answered. ‘We teach it in arith- 
metic by accuracy; we teach ‘it in 
language by learning to say what we 
mean; we teach it in history by hum- 
anity; we teach it in geography by 
breadth of mind; we teach it in han- 
dicraft by thoroughness; we teach it 
in astronomy by reverence; we teach 
it in the play ground by fair play; 
we teach it by. kindness to animals, 
by courtesy to servants, by good man- 
ners to one another, and by helpful- 
ness in all things’.” 

The above story gives ‘a very sug- 
gestive answer to the oft repeated 
question, “What. is religion?” It is 
not something apart from the ordin- 
ary run of everyday life, but a per- 
vading spirit expressed in all the af- 
fairs of life. That is to say, it issues 
from an inner spirit; it is the inevit- 
able fruitage of an experience with- 
in. The Good Samaritan just natur- 
ally helped the wounded traveller; it 
was the practical expression of his re- 
ligious faith. And just as naturally 
the. above named teacher expressed 
his religion in his contacts with his 
pupils. The Christian religion issues 
from faith in Christ and expresses it- 
self in the “pure religion and unde- 
filed” of which James speaks (James 
1:27). Dr. Grenfell of Labrador sums 
it ‘up by saying “Christ’s religion is 
as natural as the flowers of spring, 
and relates to everyday things around 
us.”

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Mother's Apple Pie 


Fill the space between the crusts 
with Canadian-grown apples, sliced 
thin, rounding up the slices so as to 
make a very full pie, Add 2 or 3 
tablespoons of water and bake in a 
slow oven. When cooked, with a 
sharp knife cut around the pie: be- 
tween the two crusts and carefully 
lift off the upper crust; add % cup 
sugar, 4 few grains of salt, a table- 
spoon of butter and a little nutmeg. 
Mix’ thoroughly and spread evenly 
over the apples, pressing it down to 
meet the apples, if necessary, and sift 
powdered sugar over the top. Serve, 
when slightly cooled, with cream and 
sugar, 

English Apple Pie 

Butter a shallow agate dish, deeper 
than a pie plate; fill the dish with 
sliced Canadian-grown apples. Sprin- 
kle with a cup of sugar, % teaspoon 
salt, a little nutmeg or cinamon; add 
2 tablespoons butter in bits aif 3 
tablespoons of cold water. Cover 
with pastry and bake 40 miuutes.
